Lexingloii, K.V., NovemlK'r 7. — A. Smith Bowman, 
formorly of Hiis city, wlio Ivnight the stallion. 
Bainliow. and a carload of thoronglihred mares at 
Hie sale here last December and t<X)k them to Al- 
berta, Canada, is here to siiend a month or six 
wei'ks and says he may liny more mares at the 
coining Thanksgiving week sale. “Alberta is a 
great territory in whieli to raise lliorouglibreds,'’ 
said Mr. Bowman. "The climate is even better 
than this. The altitude is high and the atnios- 
4iliere is dr.v. The winters are never severe. For 
the lirst time in twenty years they had snow enoiigli 
last winter to permit of sleigh riding. The grass 
is nutritions and suecnlent and thero is plenty of 
ir. Tlie water is gixxl and aliundant. I hare 
six thoii.siind aere.v alMjiit thirteen miles from Loath- 
liridge and I Iiave not found it necessa.v to fisMl 
grain to Hie mares I took there last winter. Neiliier 
has it lieen necessary to house them. Ont of the 
mares lliat I t<Kik np I have twelve weanlings, 
whlcli were registered with the Jockey Club. They 
are a elean-liinbml, roluist, raey-looking dozen of 
youngsters and 1 am sure of a profit in my ven- 
ture. I iiuiled all of Hie mares with Rainl.«iw last 
spring and the uiajorilv of tliem 1 liel’ieve to lie in 
foal.
